Moses E. Richer, the Cedar Creek 


township farmer, charged with caus- 
ing the death of Charles Coates. was 
taken from the' Jail a few minutes be- 
fore 1:30 o'clock this afternoon to be 
arraigned in Justice J. P. Huser's court 
and although he had said that he 
would plead guilty he decided that he 
would wait and have a talk with some 
of hlk people and was remanded with- 
out bond for a preliminary hearing at 
such time as he may announce his 
readiness. 


He was taken from the Jail by Sher- 


iff A M. Relchelderter. who had him 
handcuffed and a chain was attached 
to the manacles to Insure that the 
prisoner would not make a break for 
liberty. 
Deputies walked along the 


street in close proximity, but nobody 
knew of 'the time of. the trial except 
the officers and very tew people on the 
street surmised that the man walking 
was even a prisoner and not more 
than two or three knew he was Bicher.

' Stories that the lad had been beat- 
en cruelly, that pieces of flesh had 
been bitten from his body and that 
mos atrocious Injuries had been In- 
flicted upon him reached Fort Wayne 
Friday but the tales seemed Incred- 
ible and were not given full publicity 
at the time for fear that they had been 
greatly exaggerated. 
Dr Kesler was called to the Richer

Wife Tells Bid Story. 


The flrst Intimation that a. crime 


hnd been committed came from Dr. 
Ray, of Grayblll. who- was ' called 
Thursday night and found the body of 
the dead boy In bed. He was told that 
he had been trampled by a cow. but 
did not believe It »nd called the cor- 
oner. 
In support of this theory the officers 


were shown some clothing yet wet 
from the washtub 
and 
which bore 


signs of filth from the cow stable and 
another suit was shown which was 
given In evidence ot the fact that 'the 
same cow had attacked 'him before. 
Little contradictions on the part of the 
wife and. husband, who had concocted 
the story, led to calling In the prosecu- 
tor, who later called Dr. J. B. McEvoy 
and the sheriff. Dr. McEvoy made the 
post mortem. v 


He found the little body covered 


with scars and wounds, among them 
a big burn on the back where, accord- 
Ing to Richer's own admissions, he had 
held the boy against a hot stove be- 
cause he refused t'o have his ' wound 
treated with a caustic-preparation of 
turpentine and turtle oil that further 
aggravated the wounds that had pre- 
viously been inflicted. 


Questioning about a mark around 


the lad's neck developed the fact that 
Richer had grabbed him by the shirt 
collar and. twisted It about his neck 
until it ground Into the flesh and left 
bright red marks. The flesh was torn 
from, the fingers and toes and there 
was unmistakable evidence that Richer, 
In rage that exceeded human passion, 
had bitten bits of flesh from the body 
of the little orphan.

So far as de- 
pended upon .human vigor, mental 
alertness, and dogged determination, 
thls-irst king of Israel was always a 
conqueror. 
Saul was' a giant in humility; for 


humility is indeed a gigantic quality. 
He was no sett-pusher. While the lot 
was singling him out, though Samuel's 
anointing oil was fresh upon his hrow 
and- the prophet's kiss was even yet 
felt upon his cheek, Saul was hiding 
among the baggage ol the camp. 
When, after he was chosen king by-- 
vote of the people accepting the 
choice of Goji and His prophet, the 
"children of,-- Belial," the "eons of 
woTthlessaess'^crle4 sneeringly, "How 
shall this man save us?" and despised 
him, and brought him no presents. 
Saul quietly hided his time, going 
back to his fields. And when, after 
the victory over the 
Ammonites, 


Saul's exultant followers would have 
the proved ruler take vengeance upon 
his detractors, with noble meekness 
the young Wng said, "There shall not 
a man be put to death this day." 


How, then, was this giant dwarfed? 


In three ways, corresponding to these 
three exaltations. He was dwarfed by 
self-will, by Jealousy, by suicide: by 
self-will? which destroyed his humil- 
ity; fcy lealousy, which counteracted 
his courage; and by suicide, which 
lowered his'giant's body Into • dis- 
honorable grave.

'Review of Two of the Greatest Match Races Ever, Run on the American Turf- Twenty Years Apart, Their Conditions and Surroundings Are 
Vastly Different in. AH Save the One Thing — The Big Thrill.

I 


N the long annals of the American turf there Is 
on« event which, by reason of Its almost national 
significance and because of the Intense sectional 
rivalry it represented, may be said to stand unique. 


The racing rivalry between the North and the 


South thirty-five years ago was sufficiently friendly, 
but it nevertheless had attained an Intensity at that 
time which probably was never equalled before or 
after. 
The result was that when, after a yeftr of 


bickering and debate, the great and memorable race 
between Longfellow and Harry Bassett took place for 
the Monmouth Cup In Long Branch, on July 2, 1ST2, 
It aroused as much excitement as is now manifested 
la a contest for the America's Cup. 


It was a custom of that day to apply this spirit of 


frienOly sectional rivalry to all events of importance, 
and especially to horse races, whenever possible, but 
this particular struggle took on an added importance 
from the fact that it was known from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific as a battle of giants, one which should 
decide the supremacy of two of the noblest of thor- 
oughbreds over a distance of two and one-half miles. 


Although bred within a mile of each other in Ken- 


tucky, the upbringing of the two animals had been 
BO different as fairly to justify tbe claim that Long- 
fellow was exclusively a Southern bred horse and a 
representative of Southern ideas in horse raising. 
Longfellow grew up in Kentucky. It was Kentucky 
limestone that had built those big bones and Ken- 
tucky air that had built out that matchless .chest 
Harry Bassett, on the other hand, was brought at an 
early age to the McDaniels stock farm In Pnterson, 
N. J-, after being bought for $315. Considered as an 
asset to his owners, Harry Bassett was doubtless the 
more valuable of the two animals. He bad run twice 
as many races as his rival, and Longfellow out of his 
six races had lost two. 


The supporters of the North, relying on Harry Has- 


sett's past performances, were willing, with a confi- 
dence that was maddening to the Southerners, to go 
their last dollar on the result: and the Southerners, 
with little but their loyal faith to stand on. rose as 
one man to take the bets as fast as the North could 
offer them. 
That the odds were heavy on Harry 


Bassett was due less to any lack of confidence in the 
Southern heart than to the fact that money was 
plentiful in the North while still scarce in the South. 
where the disastrous results of the civil war re- 
mained in desperate evidence. Largely on this ac- 
count the visitors from Dixie accepted odds, and to 
in extent, perhaps, demanded them. 


There was a buzz of excitement when the date for 


the great race was finally set, and 'as tho eventful 
flay approached that faint burs resolved Itself Into 
the coming of u mighty multitude. Even New York, 
large as It was, felt the difference. They came from 


-*ttif SbtrMi -ana the West In thousands. The hotels 


were crowded with what was probably the most rep- 
resentative collection of Western and Southern per- 
sons of prominence that ever had gathered here for 
an occasion.

The Great Race.. 


Two races had preceded, watched by tbe crowd 


with perfunctory interest and light betting, ami it 
was nearly five o'clock when the two great thorough- 
breds crossed the starting line nt the drop of Hie 
flag, with Harry Rassott two lengths In the lonii.

that intensity which always accompanies the per- 
sonal touch In such matters. This personal betting. 
which Is less common «t this date, was a more eqiiabln 
system than the professional. 
It often 
tolerated 


neither the giving nor taking of odils; it gave room 
for the Quintessence of <the amateur sporting spirit, 
and allowed the sport, as a sport, full play. 


Flock to the Race 


On boats, by stages, by private equipages, on foot 


from the neighboring towns and farms, a multitude 
flocked to Long Branch such as has probably never 
been seen there since. Tbe size of the crowd was 
the more remarkable in view of the poorer transpor- 
tation facilities of that time. The whole round of 
the track was hemmed In with crowded, sweating, 
good natured humanity; and good natnred they re- 
mained in spite of its being recorded as one of the 
hottest days of that summer. In the grand stand. In 
the club house and along the quarter mile stretch 
alone -the crowd was estimated by many as approach- 
Ing thirty thousand, not to mention those who were 
able to get less advantageous points of -view. 


The betting, which had begun with spirit month* 


Before, now assumed so brisk a turn that the pool 
tellers had their hands full; and the wagers grew more 
»nd more reckless as the excitement of the last mo- 
ment drew near. Men wagered their last cent, then 
itood with beating hearts, not because they had 
placed their all In jeopardy, but because of the sheer 
excitement of the occasion and that pure love of 
the sport which had become the pervading spirit of 
the multitude. It was mob spirit in its most inspir- 
ing form, and it seemed to find a culmination of 
ecstasy at last when from one of the two stables on 
which all eyes had been fixed for some time an even 
gaited, quiet animal, covered to the ears In blankets, 
was led out toward the track, his owner, the vet- 
eran turfman Old John Harper, walking on one side, 
accompanied by his nephew and trainer, Little Tim, 
whose littleness consisted In a six foot stature and 
two hundred pound avoldupois. On the other side 
was the little negro jockey, Sample, gravely walking 
among an eager eyed, silent bunch of grooms and at- 
tendants who had wagered their all on Longfellow 
and then forgotten it In their desire to see him win. 


Even the hottest supporters of Harry Bnssett 


cheered. They couldn't help it. As for the Southrons, 
they sent forth at the sight of their favorite a yell of 
enraptured delight that seemed to echo back from 
the very sky. While they watched and cheered the 
beautiful animal was slowly stripped of bis covering. 
He looked about with an inquiring whinny at the 
crowd. But by that time they bad no breath left. A 
few waggled their hands helplessly and then they fell 
silent, for how it was the turn of the Sorth. 


Any one holding that the loyalty of Northerners to 


the North is less close knit than that of Southerners 
to their own Dixieland would have changed his 
opinion on the spot. It was so well done that the 
Southerners nodded with satisfaction. These were 
the foemon, this the kind of steel they liked to meet. 


While tho keepers of Harry Bassett. uncovered him 


and Colonel David McDaniel, his owner, felt him 
over with solicitous care, Longfellow was handed 
over to his jockey, who rode him briskly to the start- 


Ing his mount in check. But Longfellow npparontTy 
refused to be good till ho had conic neck anil neck - 
with his rival. Then ho responded to tho bit and set- 
tled down-steadily to his work, and, try as lie would, 
Harry Bassett could not shake him off. 


Kowe was riding with a loose rein and from tlmo 


to time he urged Bnssett. They mndc the first quar- 
ter in 23% seconds, ran as though yoked together as 
far as the three-quarters pole, then thundered down 
the home stretch with their hearts together and the 
knees of tho two jocklos almost, rubbing. 
Harry 


Bnssett was Inside, hnvinft won the polo before the 
start. 
There was little to choose between them, 


except that Bassett seemed to put more oiioory into 
his movements with no greater results than was 
attained by Longfellow1 on the powerful, easy stride 
that always distinguished him. They loomed upon the 
staring sight of tho crowd like onrushing locomotives, 
the two dItninutlve»rldi;rR crouching low, the onc stiU 
holding back and the other once in a while plying his 
whip. 
They flow by the stand still even, having 


made the half mile in 51% seconds. 


Harry Bassett took his second advantage nt the 


turn, where ho held n lead of half a length. Tho sons 
of Dixie clenched their hands and hold their breath; 
then they laughed, for they know tho reason and 
understood thnt presently Longfellow would come to 
his own. Before the three-quarters pole was reached 
he had done so. Again they were even; again was 
little Sample forced to hold In the impatient nicer 
with might and main. The time to the three-quar- 
ters pole was 1:18 Vi, nn(J sti11 they scorned to gather 
momentum ns they came. 


Together down tho back stretch thoy whirled with . 


an abounding strength nn'd action that subtly prom- 
ised more, as of something held in reserve. Longfel- 
low moved so easily that ho seemed to skim the har- 
rowed track, but tho impact of his foot shook tho 
earth when the twin thunderbolt passed 'he half mile 
pole, nnd In the heat of a pulse had loft it behind, 
still neck nnd neck. The time then was 1:44 for the 
full mile. 


Little by little the cheering was flying down. A 


silence fell on the big crowd more eloquent than 
cheers. Every eye wns now On Longfellow, and more 
than one less confident bettor wns trying to strengthen 
his position by dint of few wagers on the other side, 
which ho found it exceeding hard to pass oven at dis- 
astrous odds. 


There was no slackening in the pace. 
Indeed it 


seemed ns if the how wore merely drawing tighter 
nnd tighter nnd tighter, to release, one gasped to 
think with what force, on the homestretch. 
It wns 


for thnt thnt they wnlted now with bated breath. 
It 


seemod to be for thnt flint even tho slight breeze had 
paused, so that the feun blnzert tho hotter on that 
gre.it stillness. 
They made the three-quarter polo 


still even, their one and a quarter mile complete in 
2:10%. Then once more thoy shot down tho home- 
stretch. 


One groat sigh of deep drawn delight swopt over 


the multitude. Sample wns not holding in,so fiercely 
now, and Howe wns crouching low on Ilnrry Bas- 
sott's nock, nlternnfely pleading in his onr and flog- 
ging him ns the surly streak cnmo more nnd more to 
the surfnce. 


And then—then—accompanied by n screech from 


thousands, it camo. Thoy were nonring the finish of 
the mllft find n half. Suddenly, leaning forward ever 
so slightly, Snmple gave Longfellow his bend. 
It 


was ns if'the big horse had felt an electric thrill. He 
gathered himself Into n bnll, ho gnvo one snort, he 
shook his mighty bond ns if to mnko sure that It. wns 
froo, and then he flew. Kxcopt for their thunder the 
heavy hoofs hardly seemed to touch the onrth. 
He 


skimmed past Bnssett like a swallow, « full length in 
the load, tho mile nnd a hnlf done in 2:37%. 


The North scowled; tho South, nfter the first ebulli- 


tion of excitement, spent Itself in cheers till voices 
cracked, complacently nettled down to await tho 


Harry Bassett and His Owner, Colonel McDanlels 
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reached, with time for two miles of 3:3G'/2- 


Aftor that it was easy. Two and a quarter miles 


wero finished in 4:OHVj, nud when finally the two and 
n hnlf mllo goal was reached, in 4:34, Longfellow 
wns two hundred yards in tho lend. 


So ended tho groat race. 
Tho South wont homo 


rolling in Northern wealth, and the North repaired to 
Saratoga to repair Its shattered fortunes. Even the 
heaviest losers wore fain to admit that It wns worth 
the price.

And thoro wns money enough to sink .his book he-

..started his sensational stunt, and foxy bookmakers, 


taking advantage of the odds he offered, laid off in 
his book. 


"We've taken In. $73,000 nnd we stand to pay out 


over $120,000," snicl Grnnnnn's..sheet writer after tho 


the second to receive $300 and tho third $150 out of fray had boon on for what had seemed an Kge to 
the stakes. Longfellow was by Leamington, his dnra 
being Nnntura, by Brawner's Eclipse. 
He was five 


years old. Harry Bassett was by Lexington, out of 
Canary Bird, and was tour years old. 


It was held after the great raco thnt Longfellow 


was. on the whole, the most perfect raco horse ever 
produced- in this country, and. indeed, there seems to 
have been fair ground for the generally expressed be- 
lief that lie was unbeatable. 
Unfortunately the real 


calibre of Longfellow wns never determined. He mot 
Harry Bassett for a second time in Saratoga for tho 
Snratj-ign Cup on July Hi of tho same year, but wns 
disnhled as a racer owing to his running pinto work- 
ing louse and striking against his left forefoot through- 
out the race. Tlie sharp Iron severed one of tho back 
tendons of the font by sawing against it, and a part 
of the heel was nearly severed. Longfellow stayed In 
the race to the end. displaying a degree of heroism 
that added to the gpnornl regret over the accident. 
He was in evident agony at the end of the race, nnd 
after treatment was taken back to his Kentucky home 
that he might pass on his qualities to his posterity. 
The rnco was won by Harry Bassott, the time being 
,'!:ri(i for two and nno-qnarter miles. Tills established 
the record for that distance up to thnt time.

OME of the Occasions When the Lawmakers j 


bme to'Blows or Passed Insults Tfiat Called for

MERICANS like physical prowess In the roped 
arena, or In the halls of Congress. In the Con- 
gressional mills there are neither. Marquis of 
Qneensberry rules nor moving picture ma- 
chines. The imagination staggers at the roy- 


alties suggested by a moving picture exhibition of a 
finish fight between "Battling Biff," the Senatorial 
sensation, and Senator Swatt, the "Kentucky Kid." 


These contests in the Capitol at Washington are 


open ':o rather severe criticism in that they never are 
advertised, and thus are conducted generally before 
depopulated galleries—when the sports of the nation 
would gladly 'crowd to the ringside. In fact these 
Bghts lack atmosphere. 


On January 30,1789. occurred the first of the famous 


fights of the. American Congress. 
One of the most 


picturesque members of the House of Representatives 
it that time was Matthew Lyon, of Vermont—loqua- 
cious, rude of speech, devoid of manners and a target 
For federalist Jokes. Lyon was the hero of a remark- 
able career possible only in eighteenth century Amer- 
ica. An Irish lad. he came to the colonies as a 
••redemptioner." He never spumed hie origin, but 
rather gloried in )£ and' "By the bulls that redeemed 
me" was his favorite oath in tk days of bis pros- 
perity. Hla serritude over, he \Atled in'Vermont, 
wa» a soldier under EJthnn Allen at Ticonderogu; and 
later was sent to Congress as an antiJederallst. He 
gloried in turmoil and controversy, *<id he hud not 
been long in Congress before he became hero of a 
dozen quarrels. 


Daring a debate on January 30 Lyon addressed the 


Speaker of the House in a rough, boisterous manner 
on a subject Irrelevant to the question at issue. Ills 
peculiar mannerisms always attracted members who 
now, as usual, gathered about to taunt him. Lyon 
bitterly attacked the federalists of Connecticut and 
declared If he but went Into that State as manager 
of a newspaper he1 would drive every federalist out 
of office. Among the jeering bystanders was Koger 
Qrfewold, of Connecticut, who, laying bis bund on 
Lyon's arm, »emarked In a bantering tone:—"You 
could not change'the opinion of the meanest hostler 
In toe State." Lyon replied that he seriously contem- 
plated the step. 
' 


Now, a story was in circulation, and generally cred- 


ited, that during the Revolution Lyon had been cash- 
iered and forced to wear a wooden sword aa a token 
of cowardice. Griswold responded, "If .you go I sup- 
pose you will wear your wooden sword." Lyon 
turned and spat in" Griswold's face. Grtswold drew 
back to strike, but was restrained by other members 
who quickly crowded around the angered contest- 
ants. But he did not forgrt the insult. 


Battle After Prayers. 


When Lyon nert appeared on the floor of the 


House, on February 15, after the usual morning 
prayers Griswold approached him and began beating 
him over the head with a cane. Lyon rushed to the 
open fireplace, seized a pair of brass tongs arid ad- 


indescribable and disorder which Horace Mann, who 
had succeeded John Qnincy Adams, characterized as 
"infernal," prevailed with the duration of each day's 
session.

On December 13, In a bitter speech, William Duer,

Calls to order were ignored, and only the appearance

Weapon Is Drawn. 


One of the most dramatic incidents of American 


Congressional life occurred but a few months later 
on the floor of fce Senate. This also arose from the 
acrimonious ante-bellum debates. Senator Foote, of 
Mississippi, had bitterly attacked the motives of 
Northern Senators in their attitude toward the South. 
The debate became very heated In April of 1850. On 
September 17 following Senator Beuton of Missouri 
said in a speech that a newspaper article hostile to 
him had been inspired and supervised by Senator 
Foote. 
In the midst of the debate Benton was interrupted 


by Foote. who for a time held the floor. While 1m 
Was making some reference to Benton the latter, leav- 
ing his seat, 'walked excitedly toward him. Benton 
was unarmed, and though lie made no sign of Intend- 
ing an assault, his angry face and manner alarmed 
Foote. 
Foote started to retreat while nentou In- 


creased his speed. Foote drew a five chamber revol- 
ver as he ran. Benton, iu ful! pursuit, did not see the 
weapon, but apparently was intent on overtaking 
Foote. Senator Dodge, of Wisconsin, reached Ben- 
ton and begged him to do nothing that would cause 
a tragedy in the Senate hull. 


Looking over his shoulder Benton caught sight of 


the revolver held In the hand of the Senator from 
Mississippi. Aroused to a frenzy of indignation. Hen- 
ton broke away from Dodge and rushed toward Foote. 
He stopped when a few feet away. 


Brooks curried. Sumner struggled to his feet, over- 
turning his desk, but was beaten down by Brooks, 
whose cane broke with the force of the blows. Sev- 
eral friends of Brooks, among them Representative 
Barksdale, of Mississippi, stood near with drawn 
weapons and prevented any interference. 


Sumner sank to the floor exhausted and uncon- 


scious, covered with blood from his wounds. He 
was carried from the Senate chamber to an ante- 
room, where his wounds were dressed and was then 
removed to his home, where he was confined for a 
long period. 


A resolution to expel Brooks from the House failed 


of the necfwnry two-thirds vote required for Its pas- 
sage. Brooks, "however, resigned his seat, returned 
home and was immediately re-elected by way of vin- 
dication and Indorsement. The South generally ap- 
plauded Brooks and he was tlie recipient of many 
costly caues as testimonials from those who admired 
his course. 


At a later day during a debate in the House Brooks 


had an angry colloquy with Representative Anson 
Bnrliugame. of Massachusetts, as a result of which 
Brooks challenged the Northerner to a duel. 
The 


challenge was accepted, the duel to be fought in Can- 
ada, with rifles as the weapons. 
Brooks, however, 


failed to appear for the contest, urging the excuse 
that he would have to -pass through the enemy's 
country." 
It is possible that he considered himself 


more efficient with the cane a* a weapon. Less thau 
a year later Brooks died.

Three days later Kellogg, of Illinois, made a bitter 


attack on Stephen A. Douglas. John A. Logan, then 
a member of the House from the same State, rosa to 
defend Douglas and compared Kellogg to a "spaniel 
coward." Kellogg made a rush for Logan, and they 
were kept apart with great difficulty by other mem- 
bers amid the utmost confusion and disorder, in- 
tensified from the galleries. 


On December 29 occurred a bitter personal argu- 


ment between Lawrence Branch,.of North Carolina, 
and Galusha A. Grow, of Pennsylvania, in which Grow 
accused his colleague of "conduct unbecoming a gen- 
tleman." Branch challenged Grow to a duel, which 
he declined in a dignified manner. Both were sub- 
jected to arrest and put under bonds to preserve the 
peace. 
The climax came when John B. Haskin, of New 


York, was engaged in an angry colloquy with Hor- 
ace Clark, a colleague from the same State. In re- 
sponse to a query from Haskin Clark replied, "It Is 
none of your business." 
Haskin launched into a 


bitter and threatening denunciation of Clark. Other 
members crowded about the debaters. 


Suddenly a revolver fell from the pocket of Haskin 


and struck the floor with tragic resonance. 
Many 


members, believing that he had purposely drawn the 
weapon from his pocket to do murder in the halls of 
Congress, were livid with rage. The wildest con--. 
fusion prevailed. Several members rushed forward 
"to be in at the killing." The more reckless crowded 
about the principals, while the timorous cried ont 
for the sergeant at arms, and many were Jostled In 
their efforts to escape from the impending catas- 
trophe. The appearance of the mace at length re- 
stored some measure of order. 


When order had been restored Davidson rose to 


declare, "I desire to say that if these things are to 
continue in the future I must bring ^i double bar- 
relled shotgun Into the House with me." "The mem- 
bers on both sides are mostly armed w'itb. deadly 
weapons," wrote Senator Grimes, of lotva, "and it 
is said that the friends of each are armed In the 
galleries." "I believe," declared Senator Hammond, 
"every man In both houses is armed with a re- 
volver—some with two and a bowie knife." It wa* 
felt that any tragedy in Washington would be the 
signal for graver disasters throughout the country. 


All Battle Mad. 


This was a battle mad, storm swept session. One 


of the most famous fights in Congress occurred In 
the House on April 10, I860, and nearly led to a duel 
with bowie knives between Roger A. Pryor, a mem- 
ber from Virginia, and John F. Potter, from Wiscon- 
sin. The altercation resulted from a heated argn- 
ment following a speech In the House by Owen 
Lovejoy concerning the assassination of his brother. 
Elijah P. Lovejoy, at Alton, 111., for denouncing 
slavery in his newspaper. 
Lovejoy's speech was a remarkable excoriation .of. 


slavery and led to a scene of excitement and tumult 
In which Representatives Pryor and Potter became In- 
volved. 
After a defiant threat Potter struck Pryor 


and was at once challenged *o a duel.. Learning that 
his antagonist was an expert shot, Potter chose bowl* 
knives as the weapons. Lander, husband of Mr*. 
Lander, the actress, nn expert duellist and thorough 
sympathizer with Potter, offered to tutor him upon the 
use of the weapon which had been chosen for the con- 
flict He advised Potter to drop npon his right knee 
when he closed with his opponent, defend himself 
with his left arm and thrust his.bowie knife Into his 
opponent's bowels. "He^mny cripple..yon for life,", 
declared Lander, "hut you1 will kill him." Potter ac- 
cepted the advice and prepared to_ac£ upon It.

Placing tlie crude missile on the desk of a fellow mem- 
ber, he returned to his seat unconscious of the mirth 
ho had provoked. 


Fists Are Shaken. 


The most hotly contested Speakershlp election feat- 


ured the opening of the Thirty-sixth Congress. In De- 
comber, 1S.19. The bitterness of preceding contests 
paled before this struggle, which lasted from Decem- 
ber ">. 18f>9, to February 1, ISfiO. The tenseness was 
exaggerated by the seating nrmngemejit '>n the Honse. 
Instead of the seats and desks of an earlier and a later 
day, benches wore Installed, so that the House was 
drawn Into a small compass. During these days of 
turmoil and strife the members were thus in closer 
contact and were more easily impelled by the pre- 
vailing passions. As a consequence there was much 
slinking of lists under noses, much hurling of threats 
of personal violence and much assuming of insulting 


seconds threw up the sponge, declaring they could not 
consent to permit their principal to fight with such a 
barbarous weapon. Potter Is said to have been a man 
absolutely without fear, who would have gone upon 
the field without a tremor. 


After the close of the civil war party passion was 


less acute. There were occasions of extreme excite-, 
ment and disorder, but they fell short of personal con- 
flict and physical violence. For example, February' 
24, 1877. during the debate on the Hayes-Tilden elec- 
tion contest, was one of the most exciting and disor- 
derly days of history. The climax came on March 1, 
one week later, when Speaker Randall was assailed 
with the expletives of impotent rage as'fellow demo-j 
crats accused him of deserting to the republicans. 
' 


Scarcely less confusion and turmoil—reminder of 


the hot. blood ante-bellum debates—marked January 
2ft, 1800. This was the famous day when Speaker 
Iteed stormed the parliamentary Bastille and counted 
a quorum of democrats who sat silently In their seats, 
refusing to vote, in an effort to prohibit the conduct 
of public business. 


The most sensational encounter on the floor of Con- 


gress since tlie civil war occurred in the Senate on 
February !2'2, 1!>02. In the course of a remarkable 
speech Senator Tillmnn, of South Carolina, charged 
that his colleague, ^Senator McLaurin, had been given 
the patronage 
pof South Carolina in return for voting 


for the confirmation of the Spanish treaty in 1893. 


Senator McLaurin was absent from the Senate 


Chamber, but returned at once and immediately upon 
the conclusion of Senator Tillman's speech secured the 
floor. In voice tense with anger he shouted his re- 
ply:—''I say that that statement is a wilful, nmlicloua 
mid deliberate lie." 


As the last branding word fell from McLanrln's lipa 


Tillmnn sprang from his seat, only three desks from 
where McLatirin was standing. Intervening chairs 
and desks were overturned and bystanders pushed 
nside. With resounding echo Tillman's fist struck his 
opponent's forehead. The two Senators clinched, still 
endeavoring to exchange blows In their struggle, until 
they were finally separated by their fellow members 
anrl various officials of the Senate. 


Both members were adjudged guilty of contempt by 


unanimous vote and until relieved of the charge by 
formal action of the Senate were not recognized by 
the presiding officer or permitted to vote or speak 
upon any question. 


Of recent years Congressional debates have grown 


more orderly nnd more conservative. Y«t no one can 
tell when, In a sudden flash of anger, members of Con- 
gress may resort to primal weapon*.

Bicarbonate of soda water Is fciade 


by dissolving a teaspoonful of soda in 
half a pint ,of water. 
Rinse freely 


with this after eating any acids or 
candy. It is "not to be. forgotten that 
excessive sweets, which means sugar 
In various forms, act on the teeth as 
do acids because 
the, sweet 
goes 


through a slight fermentation, when it 
becomes an aftid. 
There would be less dental trouble 


were a tooth brush uied after each 
meal, but it is by no means always 
possible. 
To cleanse tire teeth a brush is 


rubbed across them.-* It must go on 
the upper jaw down 'from the 'gum to 
the teeth edges, and on the. lower jaw 
up from gum to edges. Thus particles 


will be removed and tfie edges of the 
inamel rubbed as they would not b< 
frOm sweeping a brush across. 


A bit of dental floss or heavy whlt« 
mbrpldery. .silk ought to be drawr 
between the Veeth every night befo>-« 
retiring. 
It Is .an infallible methc< 


for removing foreign pteces that, stay- 
ing in, cause decomposition and latoi 
cavities. 'Silk should be used befo-« 
the nightly brushing.

WONDERFUL TREE& 


In China there are many trees 
hlch arouse the wonder of trav- 
lere. 
The varnish tree Is of small 


size and has a leaf resembling that 


f the wild cherry: a gum oozes from 
t drop by drop, like the tears of the 
urpentine tree. 
If an Incision Is 


made in it, a greater quantity of liq- 
uor comes forth, but It soon destroys 
the tree. The varnish takes all colors 
alike, and If well managed, neither 
oses Its luster by the changes of the 
air, nor the age of the wood to which 
t Is applied. 


There Is another tree from which 


a liquor Is obtained that differs but 


above the main, floor; this room is 
entered from the vestibule. The milk- 
er takes the milk of each cow to this 
room, where It Is weighed, recorded 
on the milk sheet, and emptied 
through the funnel (A), which Is pro- 
vided with cheese-cjoth strainers and 
a hinged cover.

6AND FOR DUCKS. 


Some people have a notion that 


ducks and geese do not need grit be- 
cause they are not seen picking up 
large particles of stone. They do not 
need as large a size of grit as hens 
do, for they get sand when puddling 
in the bottom of the creek and 
streams where they forage for weeds 
and fish. Ducklings should be pro- 
vided with plenty of sand, which takes 
the place of grit.

BEANS. 


It was found that while beans are 


a valuable food, there are certain lim- 
its between which they can be used 
to advantage In 'the dietary. 
The 


nutrients In beans are different in 
character from the same class of 
nutrients In cereals and other vege- 


able foods; and are not as readily! 
digested as those of many of the 
cereals. Hence beans are suitable for 
persons engaged In active outdoor 
work rather than for those of seden- 
tary habits of life. Beans, when prop- 
erly cooked, should not, however, be 
sntlrely excluded from the dietary of 
those of sedentary habits, but they 
cannot form such a large part of the 
ration as in the case of the active 
working man .leading an outdoor life. 


CHEESE. 


Ordinarily cheese is considered in- 


digestible, but it is not indigestible in 
the sense of lack of completeness of 
the digestion processes. It is slow of 
digestion and has a tendency to cause 
constipation 
if 
used 
in 
excessive 


amounts or if not property combined 
with other foods. 
Experiments have 


shown that when cheese is used to 
the extent of one to three ounces per 
day, it does not unfavorably affect the 
digestion, but, if anything, it favorably 
influences the process of digestion. It 
has been' shown that when cheese is 
consumed 
In small amounts 
with 


other foods It is valuable not only be- 
cause of the nutrients present bu 


j because It tends to make the foods I 


with which it is combined more di- 
gestible. When cheese was added to. 
a ration consisting of corn meal, the 
digestibility of the protein was In- 
creased from 55 to 93 per cent. 


OATMEAL. 


Oatmeal Is a food, like beans and 


cheese, slow of digestion and requiring 
much Intestinal work for the diges- 
tion process. 
Therefore, like beans. 


It is not suitable in large amounts for 


disintegration. 
When 
thoroughly 


cooked the protecting action of the. 
mucelagenous 
proteld 
material 
Is 


overcome, and the compound starch 
granules are sufficiently disintegrated 
to allow the digestive Juices to act. 
Therefore, the ease of digestion of 
oatmeal depends upon the complete* 
ness of the cooking process.

The rose Is a" general favorite with 


almost everyone and is as easily 
grown here as in Washington and 
Oregon, two states noted for the mag- 
nificence of their roses. 


Tea roses lived In the open ground 


here all last winter and bloomed most 
beautifully all summer and fall. 


An excellent way to protect the 


bushes Is to bank them up with dirt 
10 or It Inches high all around then 
spread stable litter over the ground. 


This keeps the ground from free^- 


Ing and thawing and also keeps the 
bush from leafing out so early in the 
spring, • 


Nearly all hardy roses can bo pro- 


pagated by either rooting, cutting or 
laying shoots of half ripened growth 
of tho previous summer. This can 
bo done at any time but the month 
of October is preferred by many. 


In laying, tho shoot should be bent 


down and a slight cut made slant- 
Ingways Into tho wood at the bend. 
Fasten the branch down Into the soil 


and It Is a good plan' to lay a stone 
over the burled bend. 


The soil must not be allowed to dry 


out and the shoot ought not to be 
moved until the next fall. 


Cuttings should be 4 to « Inches long 


from half-ripened wood. Set them In 
a sandy soil and keep the latter damp. 
They will root well in about two 
months. 
The tea rose will root in a 


gloss of water. 


If you root your own roses do not 


expect them to bloom for one or two 
years. One'can buy rose bushes for 
a small amount at any nursery and 
have flowers almost at once.
